Base in Move to Cut 
Supplies—English Flyers 
in New Raids in North 
Italy and Africa. 


CAIRO, Aug. 28 (AP),—Vital Port 
Baid, lying at the northern entrance 
to the Suez Canal and guarded by 
the British fleet, was bombed for 
more than an hour today by Italian 
warplanes. 

The British Egyptian naval base 
at Alexandria, likewise, was raid- 
ed, but it was declared that no 
bombs were dropped there. 

(In Rome, the Italian high com- 
mand announced that Fascist fly- 
ers violently attacked the British 
oil base on the Mediterranean at 
Haifa, Palestine, hitting the rail- 
way station and a new oil refin- 
ery.) 

The raid on Port Said, the first 
of the war, was acknowledged in 
a British communique which as- 
serted that there were no casualties 
and no damage, Nothing was said 
as to any Italian losses. 

A dispatch from Alexandria said 
that port, at which the British fleet 
is based, had a 17-minute air raid 
alarm at dawn, during which “for- 
eign” planes flew over the city. 


BRITISH RAIDS ON 
NORTHITALY, AFRICA 


ROME, Aug. 28 (AP), — British 
air raids over a wide range from 
Nothern Italy to Ethiopia were ac- 
knowledged today by the high com- 
mand, which also reported that 
Italian flyers had carried out a 
violent daylight attack on the Brit- 
ish oil base at Haifa, Palestine. 

Sharp opposition by Italian 
fighter planes and anti-aircraft 
batteries limited the effectiveness 
of the British raids on industrial 
centers in the Upper Italian prov- 
inces of Piedmont and Lombardy, 
@ communique asserted. 

The raiders were able to drop 
“a few bombs” on Michelino in}l 
Turin Province, it said, but the 
only damage mentioned was one 
farmhouse, which was set on fire. 
One British plane was _ reported 
shot down. 

Ship Hit at Derna. 

British bombers attacked the 
Libyan seaport of Derna, where an 
Italian lumber ship was hit. Some 
additional damage was acknowl- 
edged, resulting in the death of 
two persons and injuries to five 
others. 

British bombs also fell on a na- 
tive hospital at MHarar, Ethiopia, 
and on another hospital at Dessye, 
where eight were killed and 20 
wounded, the communigue § said. 
Nine inmates of a prison at Mas- 
gaua, Eritrea, were said to have 
been killed when British bombers 
raided that city. A British plane 
was reported destroyed in these 
raids. 

The raid on Haifa was the 
fourth reported by the Italians 
since they entered the war June 
10 and apparently was aimed at 
immobilizing British ships and 
planes in the Mediterranean by 
depriving them of oil. 

The high command reported the 
‘gailway station and a new refinery 
at Haifa were hit and “large fires 
caused everywhere.” All Italian 
planes returned safely, it added. 


British Cross Switzerland Again;

MINE AND SUBMARINE 
SURPASS AIRPLANE AS 
DESTROYER OF SHIPPING 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28 (AP). 


HE submarine and the mine 
Te: surpass the plane as a 

weapon of destruction on the 
sea, a recapitulation of the sink- 
ing of 825 ships during the cur- 
rent war shows. 

Shipping records of many na- 
tions and agencies, show that 
submarines accounted for the 
loss of 219 ships; mines for 179 
and planes for 117. 

Warships were credited with 
sinking 45 ships, a comparative- 
ly small number, due possibly 
to the lack of any real large 
naval battle. 

Forty-four vessels were sunk 
by “explosion”—mine or torpedo. 

German and Italien ship mas- 
ters scuttled 89 ships, includ- 
ing the liner Columbus, 32,581 
tons, largest merchant marine 
loss of the war to date. 

Thirty-nine ships are listed as 
“overdue—presumed lost with 
all hands.” 

No cause was listed for the 
loss of 95 ships, including 28 
British and French vessels lost 
in the evacuation of Dunkerque. 

Other causes: Collisions 29, 
coastal batteries 5, unnamed 
Nazi raider 2, torpedo boats 2, 
disputed 1, 


and the widespread use of incendi- 
ary bombs. 

The bombing was particularly 
heavy on two towns in the south- 
east and on two points in the north 
of England, the Ministers of Air 
and Home Security said in a joint 
communique this morning, with 
damage done to house property 
and casualties caused, “including 
some persons killed.” Casualties 
were lighter elsewhere. 

Incendiary bombs fell every- 
where, but the British reported 
gaining control of the fires quick- 
ly. The Germans have been mak- 
ing increasing use of the gasoline 
bomb, which consists simply of a 
drum of gasoline and a mechan- 
ism to ignite it. 

One of these bombs fell in an 
open space in the center of a south 
England tcwn which had “the long- 
est alarm of the war.” Explosive 
bombs dropped in the town’s resi- 
dential suburbs. 

Incendiary bombs hit two 
churches in one southeast town, 
homes in another, fell in flower 
gardens in a northeast Scotland 
town, and fell in a Midland town 
which also had its “longest alarm 
of the war.” 

One southeast England area was 
kept awake most of the night by 
intermittent raids with fire bri- 
gades rushing about all night 
fighting fires started by incen- 
diary bombs. At one Midland point 
100 incendiary bombs fell in open 
country. 

Two trains were reported to 
have been machine-gunned, one a 
freight and the other a passenger 
train. No'casualties were reported 
in either attack, although bullets 
ripped through the tops of the pas- 
senger coaches. 

Four Killed in One Town. 

One of those killed in last night’s 
air raids was a 12-year-old boy who 
had been evacuated from London 
for a “safer” place in southeast 
England. The boy and a 19-year- 
old girl were killed when a bomb 
fell in the garden of the home in 
which they were living. 

In one northeast town four per- 
sons, three men and a boy, were 
killed and a number injured during 
night and early morning raids. Six 
houses were demolished in one 
street and two in another.

REFUGEES ON SHP 
REACH U.S ATE 
PERILOUS VOYAGE 


Army Transport Legion 
Arrives With 800 Ameri- 
cans and Norwegian 
Crown Princess. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 28 (AP).—

The voyage, which began at Pet- 
samo, Finland, Aug. 16, carried the 
vessel through mine areas north of 
Scotland at a time when Germany 
was proclaiming unrestricted war- 
fare in British waters.

The Princess held her 3-year-old 
son, Prince Harald, in her lap in the 
automobile. She carried a bouquet 
of roses. ~ 

Mrs. Harriman Aboard. 
Mrs. Florence vaffray Harriman, 
United States Minister to Norway, 
and a number of other diplomats 
remained aboard until the vessel 
docked in “3rooklyn. 
Mrs. Harriman, the first woman 
to represent the United States of- 
ficially in a war zone, said she was’ 
certain there would be a food, fuel 
and fodder shortage in Norway 
during the coming winter. 
Capt. Bror E. Torning, master of 
the American Legion, conceded 
that he was “very uneasy” many 
times during the voyage, although 
he said he saw only two mines. 
The Princess was met by Wil- 
helm Munthe de Morgenstierne, 
Norwegian Minister to the United 
States, and George T. Summerlin, 
Chief of Protocol of the State De- 
partment. At the Princess’ request, 
there was a minimum of ceremony. 


To Visit Hyde Park.

The American Legion was picked 
up 500 miles at sea by two United 
States destroyers forming an hon- 
orary escort. 
Virtually all the 897 passengers 
were Americans fleeing countries

Otto Tolischus, Pulitzer prize-win- 
ning correspondent for the New 
York Times who was a passenger, 
told in a dispatch to his paper how 
radios on the ship picked up Ger- 
man stations which called the trip 
a “wanton voyage” and “criminal 
folly.” Lord Haw Haw, British- 
born Nazi broadcaster, said that 
“only a miracle could bring the 
ship safely through the danger 
zone.” 

Much Seasickness. 

General hardship due to over- 
crowding, Tolischus said, was ag- 
gravated by much seasickness.

Vichy Admits Governor of 
Chad Joined British — 
Discloses Rebellion in 
South Pacific. 


VICHY, France, Aug. 28 (AP).— 
The French Government disclosed 
today what it called a British-in- 
spired rebellion in France’s African 
Empire. 

“The Government declared that 
“all necessary dispositions have 


been taken to localize the situa- 
tion.” 

(Gen. Charles de aGulle, recog- 

nized by Britain as the leader of 
“Free Frenchmen,” announced yes- 
terday that the Governor of Chad, 
French territory in the heart of 
Africa, had notified him of a deci- 
sion to fight on at the side of the 
British, rather than yield to the 
Vichy Government). 
A communique said this was not 
the first time Britain had attempt- 
ed to influence French colonies in 
Africa, referring to a British offer 
of protection for all parts of the 
French Empire which sided with 
her after France’s armistice with 
Germany and Italy. 

The communique also referred to 
Prime Minister Churchill's offer 
shortly before the armistice to 
make Britain and France one coun- 
try, with common citizenship, 

This, the communique said, was 
incompatible with French inter- 
ests. 

The revolt arose in French East 
Africa, the announcement went on, 
when the military governor of the 
Chad region, Col. de Larmina, went 
to British West Africa after mak- 
ing contact with Gen. de Gaulle to 
incite the Chad population to “re- 
bellion.” It was not made clear 
whether the Chad “rebellion” had 
spread to other regions of French 
East Africa. 

The Government earlier had ad- 
mitted disorders in New Caledonia, 
French possession in the South Pa- 
cific, whose governing council has 
decided to follow De Gaulle. There, 
officials said, the people lacked 
knowledge of conditions in France. 
Referring to Churchill's promise 
of economic protection for French 
colonies until “constitutional gov- 
ernment” is re-established in 
France, today’s communique said: 
“This is not the first time that 
Great Britain has sought to extend 
her influence under the guise of 
economic collaboration. ... With- 
out a doubt Churchill is seeking 
means to justify the blockade to 
which he has condemned the 
French civilian population, depriv- 
ing them of their colonial prod- 
ucts.” 

The announcement said the con- 
stitutional authority of the Petain 
Government was doubted only by 
Churchill, 

The French also denied “foreign 
reports” (a De Gaulle announce- 
ment) that 800 French planes had 
been flown from French North 
Africa to Istres, France, for de- 
livery to Germany.

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BANK ROBBER 


GAUGHT, PART OF 
OT RECOVERED 


George A. Hunt and Ac- 
complice, Seized at Al- 
ton, [ll., Admit Truxton 
(Mo.) Holdup. 


The $2200 holdup of the Bank of 
Truxton, Mo., last Thursday was 
cleared up with the arrest of the 
robber and an accomplice and the 
recovery of $882 of the loot at Al- 
ton last night. 

Held at St. Louis police head- 
quarters are George A. Hunt, 36, 
a former convict, the confessed 
bank robber, and Marion Wood- 
son, 67 years old, described by po- 
lice as a gambler. 

Woodson told police and report- 
ers he had given Hunt information 
about the bank and helped him cut 
telephone wires leading from Trux- 
ton just before the robpery. Hunt 
let him out of their automobile 
outside of Truxton, he said, and 
he later hailed a passing auto, 
which turned out to be that of 
Sheriff Allie Jameson. Woodson 
said he accompanied Jameson as 
he searched for the robber’s car, 
offering suggestions and wishing 
him luck in the search. 

A third man is held at Alton for 
investigation. 

The combined efforts of State 
Highway Patrolmen, St. Louis De- 
tective-Sergant William Washer 
and Chief of Police Paul Smith, of 
Alton, led to the arrests. Yester- 
day morning State Trooper John 
Watkins saw in Kirkwood an auto- 
mobile answering the description 
of the car in which the Truxton 
robber fled. The driver, who was 
from Alton, was questioned, and 
it was learned that the machine 
had been lent to Hunt last week 
through a third man. 

Meanwhile Sergt. Washer, work- 
ing with Detectives Walter LaTur- 
no and John Soraghan, was told by 
an informant that Woodson knew 
something about the bank robbery 
and could be “ound in Alton. Wash- 
er communicated with the Highway 
Patrol and went to Alton with 
Sergt. W. D. Henderson. Chief 
Smith went to work with the Mis- 
souri officers and arrested Wood- 
son in a Belle street rooming house. 
Woodson deciined to talk at that

The officers learned that Hunt 
had appeared in Alton Monday 
with a 1939 model automobile, 
which he said he had bought for

car. It was recalled that he had 
been arrested on a minor charge 
early this month and that a check 
of his fingerprints had disclosed 
that he had served prison terms 
for larceny in Nevada, Idaho and 
Utah. Questioning of associates of 
Hunt also disclosed that he occa- 
sionally visited an aunt living on 
a farm about six miles southeast of 
Alton.

‘Reciprocity Movement’ In- 
dorsed at Springfield, 
Iil., Not Boycott, Union 
Leaders Insist.

SPRINGFIELD, Ill, Aug. 28 
(AP).—Condemning the St. Louis 
anti-smoke ordinance because it 
bars some Illinois coal from the 
city market, the State convention 
of the Progressive Mine Workers 
of America today adopted a reso- 
lution promising to “turn our trade 
to those who help us.” 

PMWA leaders denied the pro- 
posal was a boycott of St. Louis 
products and urged support of what 
they called a “reciprocity move- 
ment.” The resolution adopted 
unanimously says in part: 

“That this convention go on rec- 
ord by asking the entire member- 


ship of all American Federation of 
Labor affiliated organizations in 
Illinois and Missouri to buy Illinois 
coal mined by Progressive Miners 
so as to give us a chance to build 
Illinois larger and we will turn 
our trade to those who help us.” 
William Keck of East St. Louis, 
State PMWA president, recommend- 
ed the resolution with the “under- 
standing that this resolution is not 
embroiled in any way, shape or 
form with a boycott.” . 

Joe Picek of Benld, secretary of 
the resolutions committee, opposed 
the resolution in the debate, as- 
serting “it will lead to a boycott.” 
He asserted that the ordinance will 
blow up this winter when the peo- 
ple over there start paying $10.50 
a ton.”

To Show Historical Incidents 


Park Service Constructing Tableaux in Wash- 
ington—Site of Exhibit Not Yet 
Definitely Choosen. 


A series of dioramas—three- 
dimensional model historical tab- 
leaux — is under construction at 
Washington (D. ©.) laboratory of 
the museum division, National 
Park Service, for installation in a 
museum to be establish in the 
riverfront memorial here. 

Robert Starrett, field curator of 
the museum division who has col- 
lected more than 200 historical 
items from buildings razed by the 


Government along the riverfront, 
said they would deal not only with 
St, Louis but with the settling of 
the West. 

One completed diorama, 12 by six 
feet, depicts the “Transfer of Up- 
per Loutsiana to the United States, 
March 9, 1804.” .It shows a St. 
Louis tadleau with citizens and sol- 
diery. Soldiers are six inches tall. 
The Spanish are depicted lowering 
the flag of Spain while an -.meri- 
can soldier bears the tri-color of 
France. Capt. Meriwether Lewis is 
a prominent figure. 

Still another depicts the Spanish 
closing the port of New Orleans, 
an episode which largely prompted 
the Louisiana purchase. te, Gene- 
vieve is represented by a lively 
street scene of 1796, complete with 
oxen drawing a farmer's cart. 

The founding of St. Louis in 1764 
shows Pierre Laclede and Auguste 
Chouteau at the building of the 
first house. Other dioramas rep- 
resent historic episodes at Boones- 
boro, Mo., and Fort Union, on the 
upper Missouri River, a trading 
post in 1834. The land office at 
Guthrie, Ok., is depicted as it was 
in 1889 at the time of the opening 
of the Cherokee strip to settlers. 

©ld maps and documents would 


comprise part of the museum's ex- 
hibits. Starrett’s items include a 
birch bark canote, apparently of In- 
dian make, a pestle and mortar, a 
lithograph stone, a wooden letter 
press, and office furniture in vogue 
about 1880. Some letters found in 
an old fiie pertain to the fur trade. 
He told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
he anticipated it might be feasible 
to reconstructinamuseumroom &@ 
typical riverfront business office 
of the era before typewriters and 
addiing machines, when clerical 
work was done by hand from high 
stools. 

Although no quarters have been 
chosen definitely for a museum, 
Starrett said that authorities of the 
museum division were planning the 
details of the museum in anticipa- 
tion of its establishment. Pre- 
liminary work, done with minute 
historical accuracy, is underway in 
a laboratory housed in the old 
Ford’s Theater building, scene of 
the assassination of President 
Abraham Lincoln. 

It is probable also, he said, that 
a separate museum of American 
architecture may be established on 
the riverfront. Numerous speci- 
mens of grilles, store fronts and 
unusual iron work, have been col- 
lected here by Charles A. Peterson, 
chief landscape architect of the 
riverfront memorial project. 

Besides items obtained by the 
Government research men the co- 
operation has been welcomed of 
such organizations as the Society 
for the Preservation of Ancient 
River Traffic. Dr. Frederick Jostes, 
one of its organizers, has urged 
the creation of a museum and sug- 
gested that an ante-bellum packet 
be installed on the riverfront as a 
symbol of river traffic of past 
eras.

the Democratic leader, said he 
thought possibly five more Senators 
would vote for it than the 29 who 
supported the proposal by Senator 
Walsh (Dem.), Massachusetts, to 
restrict the draft to wartime.

With corridors jammed outside 
and the galleries so packed that 
some after-dinner spectators were 
forced to sit in the aisles of the

Things began to move rapidly.

Senator Adams (Dem.), Colorado, 
was quickly on his feet to observe 
if Walsh’s amendment were defeat- 
ed it meant that “young men may 
be inducted into the military serv- 
ice even if there is no imminence 
of war.” 

That was right, Walsh agreed, 
and it was on that basis the Senate 
voted to reject it. 

Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, then 
took the floor with his substitute— 
the establishment of an army train- 
ing corps to be filled by voluntary 
enlistments. Conscription support- 
ers swept this aside by a 55-to-22 
vote. 

Just as it seemed that a final 
vote on the. bill might be reached, 
Senator Clark (Dem.), Missouri, de- 
manded a time-consuming quorum 
call, 

Senator Smathers (Dem.), N. J., 
presiding, insisted that Senator 
Downey (Dem.), California, had the 
floor and Clark was out of order. 
Clark appealed from the ruling bit 
the Senate shouted him down. 

Undaunted, Clark said that a

The Federal Government accepts 
the obligation to control floods and 
assure navigation. Out of these 
services flows the by-product of 
power. 


Unfalteringly, the Congress has 
granted to the public preferential 
rights to power generated from nav- 
igable streams. Such power should 
be a common heritage. The Gov- 
ernment, having made this power 
available, should have an indisput- 
able right to control its utilization 
and distribution. 


Yardstick of Measurement. 


“Maximum benefits for domestic 
consumers, farmers and small users 
of power should be the yardstick by 
which we measure the usefulness 
and serviceability of every Federal 
development, Moreover, rates should 
be maintained at the lowest level 
consistent with sound amortiza- 
tion. Where irreconcilable conflicts 
arise between public and private 
interests in the development and 
distribution of power, private hold- 
ings should not be confiscated and 
we now have a working precedent 
for such fair treatment in the re- 
cent acquisition by purchase of pri- 
vate companies by the Tennessee 
Valley Authority. From the stand- 
point of the Treasury, the records 
of the great public power projects 
at Boulder Canyon on the Colorado 
and at Bonneville on the Columbia 
are reassuring. Both are Hquidat- 
ing their commitments to the Gov- 
ernment, as, no doubt, the mighty 
power and reclamation development 
at the Coulee Dam on the upper 
reaches of the Columbia likewise 
will do. The subject of hydro- 
electric power deserves fuller treat- 
ment, which I expect to give it ina 
later speech.” 


As to New Deal. 


He chided the Hoosevelt admin- 
istration for its doctrine of “stat- 
ism” but refused to “condemn the 
New Deal in its entirety.” 

“We must decide whether Amer- 
ica shall advance again along the 
path of her historic mission or 
retreat still further into the fields 
of futility,” he said. 

Notified he was the party’s se- 
lection by Gov. Harold E. Stassen 
of Minnesota, McNary charged the 
administration with fundamental 
errors of government but credited 
it with “certain social gains” in 
the last seven years. 

“In this campaign I shall not 
geek to indict the New deal mo- 
tives,” he asserted. “I shall, with 


all the force at my command, at- 
tack the New Deal’s capacity to 
govern and the political and eco- 
nomic heresies which have deflect- 
ed us from our ¢ourse.” 


No ‘Peace of Appeasement.’ 


He pledged opposition to “in- 
volvement in foreign military ad- 
ventures,” but said he wanted no 
part of a “peace of appeasement; 
nor the surrender of ouwr national 
dignity, our independence of action, 
our political freedom or the civ- 
ilized values we cherisk we 
are not a docile people and we pro-| 
pose to work out our destiny on our 
terms.

We 
shall be strong, in which case we 
shall deter our enemies at home 
and abroad: or, we may remain 
weak and thus invite their aggres- 
sion. For my part, I prefer the 
part of strength.”

OTTAWA, Aug. 28 (AP).—Five 
naval and air service members of 
the United States-Canadian Joint 
Defense Board left today on a fly- 
ing trip of inspection of Canadian 
‘defenses. The board has adjourned 
a two-day meeting to resume ses- 
sions in Washington Sept. 9.

$9000 A MILE TO FIT 
ROADS FOR MILITARY USE 


Survey Shows It Would Cost $27,- 
000,000 to Fix 3000 Miles of 
Roads in Pennsylvania, 

HARRISBURG, Pa. Aug. 28 
(AP).—Pennsylvania has submitted 
a $27,000,000 estimate to the Fed- 
eral Government for putting 3000 
miles of the State’s primary high- 
way system in condition for mili- 
tary use, I. Lamont Hughes, secre- 
tary of highways, disclosed today. 

He said a survey of a dozen ma- 
jor rout-s was made at the “urgent 
request” of the United States Bu- 
reau of Public Roads, which is com- 
piling transportation information 
for the War Department on a na- 
tionwide basis. He added that “so 
far, they haven’t told us to do any- 
thing, or told us how much money 
they will give us.” 

This State is putting finishing 
touches on a i160-mile $70,000,000 
superhighway connecting  Pitts- 
burgh and Harrisburg. Military and 
congressional leaders toured the 
route Monday and spoke highly of 
its military value.

TOKYO, Aug. 28 (AP).—Premier 
Prince Fumimaro Konoye told Ja- 
pan today it must adopt a new 
“national structure” to “unite the 
total energies of the state and the 
people” so as to “take an active 
part in the establishment of a new 
world order.” 

He spoke to a group of 26 polit- 
ical leaders forming a committee 
charged with organizing the “new 
structure” in the wake of the disso- 
lution of all Japan’s old political 
parties. 

The Premier has been expected 
since taking office July 22 to estab- 
lish a totalitarian administration. 
But his abstract phrases today left 
doubt as to the exact form of the 
“new structure” and some observ- 
ers thought he took pains to avoid 
the appearance of following Euro- 
pean totalitarian patterns (such as 
the Fascist or Nazi parties). 

Not Political Movement. 

He declared that there “must be 
a solid nation-wide structure 
wherein all the component parts 
are organized both vertically and 
horizontally,” but said further that 
this was “by no means a movement 
for a political party.” 

He defined its purpose as “to 
unite the total energies of the 
state and the people and to make 
one living whole of our 100,000,000 
countrymen, enabling them to ful- 
fill perfectly their duty as sub- 
jects of the throne.” 

“In Japan,” continued the Pre- 
mier, “it is the privilege of all his 
Imperial Majesty’s subjects to as- 
sist the throne, and that privilege 
cannot be monopolized by the pow- 
er of either any single individual or 
a single party.” 

In Japan the Emperor is consid- 
ered to be of divine ancestry. 

The Prince declared the nation’s 
fate rests on the ability of legisla- 
tors tp carry out the proposed new 
structure, 

“Whether Japan can establish 
such a strong national structure 
will decide the very rise and fall 
of the nation,” he said, 

Old Parties Were Dissolved. 

When Prince Konoye was named 
Premier in succesion to the liberal 
government of Admiral Mitsumasa 
Yonai he outlined as his first task 
the strengthening of totalitarian- 
ism at home. Almost immediately 
the old established political parties 
were dissolved. 

Then on Aug. 2 his Government 
published its first formal declara- 
tion of policy which, although it 
charted an independent foreign pol- 
icy and failed to take Japan closer 
to the Rome-Berlin axis, still was 
based on a totalitarian-like system 
at home, 

Although this statement did not 
mention it, the creation of a single 
party system was believed to be a 
fundamental plan of the new state. 

A political structure based on 
service to the state by all persons, 
regardless of status, was outlined, 
along with economic, industrial and 
educational reforms. 

Toshio Shiratori, former Ambas- 
sador to Italy and a strong pro- 
axis advocate who in January, 1939, 
was reported to have urged mili- 
tary alliance with Germany and 
Italy, was appointed an adviser to 
the Japanese Foreign Office today.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28.—In re- 
ply to -riticism by Senator Byrd 
(Dem.), Virginia, that only 343 com- 
bat planes had been ordered by this 
Government during the past 100 
days, President Roosevelt an- 
nounced at his press conference 
late yesterday that the War and 
Navy Departments had signed con- 
tracts for 6361 planes of all types, 


and that 3654 more were being built 
for the Government under informal 
orders pending enactment of new 
tax legislation. 
Senator Byrd’s figures, the Presi- 
dent observed bitterly, were ac 
curate as far as they went, but 
were dead wrong in their implica- 
tion. The Virginian, he said, had 
taken only one segment of the pro- 
gram and had ignored many other 
categories. 

The Government, he continued, 
had two immediate objectives, 
which were coming along well, con- 
sidering several factors. These ob- 
jectives were: 

1. To train pilots, which required 
large numbers of training planes. 

2. To increase plane production 
capacity. 

Increase in Production. 

Last September, when the war 
started, this country, he continued, 
had production capacity for army 
and navy planes at the rate of only 
6000 a year; this month the Ameri- 


can factories will turn out and de- 
liver at the rate of 10,000 planes a 
year, attaining - rate of 13,000 to 
14,000 on Jan. 1. During next year, 
he boasted, the average annual rate 
will be 24,000 planes, and early in 
1942 an annual rate of 36,000 planes 
will be attained. 

The President broadly implied, 
but did not state, that Congress was 
to blame | ecause greater progress 
had not been made. If Congress 
would immediately pass the pend- 
ing conscription bill, the five bil- 
lion dollar supplementary national 
defense appropriation and tax legis- 
lation, especially the excess profits 
levy, he said, the Government would 
sign contracts now piled on its 
desks. He denied there was a “sit- 
down strike of capital,” pointing 
out that the industrialists wanted 
to know where they stood. 

Defense Commissioner Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr. had told him, he said, 
that members of the Defense Ad- 
visory Commission had not seen 
evidence of such a strike. These 
members, he observed, knew pretty 
well what was going on. 


Question on Politics. 

Asked if congressional opposition 
to the three measures he men- 
tioned was “purely political,” the 
President laughingly changed the 
phrase to ‘other political motives.” 


In these times he personally and 
semi-officially cannot, of course, 
find fault with Congress, but other 
New Dealers have complained that 
some Senators and Representatives 
want to go home without voting 
on con: cription, new taxes and an- 
other five billion dollar appropria- 
tion. 

With these three measures en- 
acted, he announced, he had no 
more important legislation to sub- 
mit to Congress at this session ex- 
cept the regular final deficiency 
appropriation bill. 

Roosevelt declined to be drawn 
into a controversy with Wendell L. 
Willkie over his Republican rival’s 
suggestion that a permanent head 
be named to the Defense Advisory 
Commission and that the commis- 
sion be given greater authority.

Ready for Queries on Byrd. 
But he was all primed for ques- 
tions about Senator Byrd's criti- 
cism, He made his replies from 
memoranda, which he said had 
been furnished by John D. Biggers 
of the Defense Commission.

The best business brains in the 
country, he said, seemed to be sat- 
isfied with the progress made thus 
far, after considering the legisla- 
tive situation. 

Another question of terminology 
arose when a woman reporter 
asked him whether he favored hav- 
ing the air service a “co-ordinate” 
or an “auxiliary” branch of national 
defense. When he challenged his 
interrogator to define the terms, 
she gave brief and correct diction- 
ary definitions, which caused the 


President to change his tactics. He 
said he wag not a lexicographer— 
that he was getting things done. 
In actual operation, he asserted, our 
air service’s operating efficiency is 
little different from that of Ger- 
many or the other countries. 

The reporter, he insisted, was 
making a mouritain—not out of a 
mole hill, but out of her imagina- 
tion. 

He likewise’ seemed annoyed 
when a reporter recounted that 
Willkie and others had complained 
because he .ad not made public 
the controvers‘al industrial mobili- 
zation plans prepared by the War 
Department, and that the present 
setup was not in accordance with 
those plans. 

Why should he use those plans, 
he demanded, any more than he 
should use plans u: d during the 
Civil War. The reporters, he de 
clared, did not know whether he 
was using 50, 60 or 85 per cent of 
those plans, and it didn’t make any 
difference what plans he used so 
long as he got results.

Witnesses Say They Saw German 
Markings on Piane Which 
Dropped Bombs. 
DUBLIN, Aug. 28 (AP).—A Coro- 


ner’s jury returned a verdict yes- 
terday that CGerman aircraft 


dropped bombs that killed three 
girls Monday at Campile, on the 
southeastern coast of Ireland.

Gen. Johnson— 


Predicts Hitler 
Won’t Invade Eng- 
land This Year— 

Urges U.S.to Arm.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 28. 

R. HITLER hasn't liquidated 
I eosiana, but he has pretty well 

disposed of the predictions of 
military “experts” as to what turn 
the war will take and how soon this 
or that campaign will start or fin- 
ish. 

It is not Hitler alone who has 
made this war-casting business dan- 
gerous. It is also the almost com- 
plete lack of dependable facts and 
the puzzling conflict of rival war 
bulletins from London and Berlin. 
Making a prediction carries even 
more hazards than sports’ writers 
dilemmas on the outcome of an 
evenly matched football game or a 
prize fight. There are no hotter 
spots. 

This column has had fair luck in 
this dangerous military field of 
crystal gazing. For a special rea- 
son, it is going to shoot the works 
on another guess with all fingers 
crossed, and the desk piled high 
with rabbits’ feet. 


Mr. Hitler is not going to dis-, 


lightning-war invasion by land 
or, if he does, it will not succeed. 
As Napoleon did, when he stood 
on the Channel just before Auster- 
litz, he may suddenly shift the 
war to the south and smash Gibral- 
tar and the Suez or something else 
unpleasant to the British Empire, 
but I have a strong hunch that the 
record of 874 years since William 
the Conqueror is not going to be 
broken now by whatever name Hit- 
ler will take in history. 

It is more than a hunch. To risk 
an army across the great wet ditch 
of the Channel, the Nazis must have 


‘\elear command both of the air and 


those narrow seas and beach heads 
for a considerable distance inshore. 
The Channel itself might be cleared 
by fixed shore batteries that would 
keep naval vessels at a distance, but 
British counter-batteries could 
make landings in force difficult 
if not impossible, unless the back 
country is completely dominated 
from the air.

It isn’t. I don’t know why the 
Germans, with their supposed over- 
whelming air superiority, didn’t use 
it to reduce “Gritish airpower to 
impotency—sin.e any quick deci- 
sion depended mostly on that.

Doubtless the reasons were 
good, Most of their reasons have 
been good. I’m not guessing about 
that.

I didn’t make my own guesses 
for the chance of being right at 
the risk of being wholly wrong. I 
made them because I know the 
barometric character of our pub 
lic opinion. A good deal of our 
almost panic urge to prepare is 
due to our being told that our na- 
tional life depends on the British 
navy; that it is in immediate dan- 
ger of being lost, scuttled or trans- 
ferred to Hitler; and, above all, 
the monstrous absurdity that the 
Atlantic Ocean is no longer an ob- 
stacle, 

I don’t agree with these extreme 
views, but I do agree that our de- 
fenses are deplorably weak, that we 
must get into a position to defend 
ourselves with reliance on nobody 
else—and that we aren’t Going it. 


My fear is that, if the present 
popular pressure is greatly re- 
lieved, by a demonstration that Hit- 
ler can’t hop even the British 
Channel—much less the Atlantic 
Ocean—we are likely to lapse into 
a lethargy as dopey as our imme- 
diate past.

N their negotiations with their 
Nazi conquerors, Vichy author- 
ities are seeking German per- 
mission to resume the mailing of 
postcards between occupied and 
unoccupied parts of France. 
This, say the French, would 
present no opportunity for leak- 
age of military information. 
There are still 2,200,000 per- 
sons in unoccupied France 
awaiting removal to their homes 
in the occupied area. One million 
and six hundred thousand moved 
back between July 20-Aug. 25. 


Swiss and neutral economists 
foresee financial difficulties for 
the French Government at Vichy 
unless Germany presents a moder- 
ate war bill quickly. 

Delay in fixing a definite cost 
of the army of occupation, which 
by the armistice terms France is 
to pay, is tending to weaken po- 
litical and monetary affairs of un- 
occupied France, economic experts 
say. Reports to banking and busi- 
ness leaders here are that the daily 
cost of the German occupation 
ranges around 400,00,000 francs 
(nominally about $8,00,000). 

The Vichy Government, it is un- 
derstood, fears the Germans may 
add a large part of the cost of 
their war against Great Britain to 
that figure. 

So far all efforts of the Vichy 
Government to get even an ap- 
proximate figure from the Ger- 
mans have failed. 


It is pointed out that the credits 
of the Vichy Government abroad 
are dwindling. All efforts to ob- 
tain fresh credits have been balked, 
informed sources say. One reason 
given is German refusal to set 
armistice costs. Economists here 
point out that, even ith 2,200,000 
refugees in the unoccupied zone, 
France could be run more cheaply 
and efficiently if all its territory 
were occupied by the Germans. 
Thus it would be united by the 
elimination of the present “false 
frontier.” 


Informed sources declare that 
one huge part of the occupation 
costs to the French are purchases 
made by German troops with “oc- 
cupation marks,” the value of 
which is based mainly on the 
French ability to repay them as a 
part of armistice terms. 

Observers from the unoccupied 
zone declare that with these “occu- 
pation marks” the Germans are 
taking from the country everything 
consumable. 

The Germans are reported also 
to be sending much jewelry, silver- 
ware and works of art—all pur- 
chased with special marks—back 
to Germany.

When a German Bomb Is Dropped 
In Dover, Ulster Feels the Shock 


Northern Ireland Facing Ticklish Problem of 
Steering a Safe Course in the Face of Pos- 
sible Invasion of the Country by Hitler, 
With Eire Definitely Neutral.

BELFAST, Aug. 28. 

ELFAST looks something like 

an older Toronto. It has some 

of the same gray buildings and 
shadowy crannies, many of the 
same greens, and parks, and stately 
spires, the.same tempo and way of 
life. As in Toronto, its elder states- 
men are more British than the Eng- 
lish which probably should not 
seem remarkable since, after all, 
this section of Ireland is political- 
ly part of Britain. Once you un- 
derstand that, once you quit weigh- 
ing Ulster according to the stand- 
ards of Eire, you get an idea of 
the attitude of the north counties 
toward the war. The Irish in these 
six counties, as well as the English 
and Scotch vopulations, have ac- 
cepted the war as a matter of per- 
sonal concern, not only recently, 
when there was the threat of in- 
vasion of Ireland, but months ago, 
when Hitler was beginning his 
march into Poland. Their nation- 
alism is the nationalism of the em- 
pire and when a bomb drops on 
Dover, Belfast feels the shock. 


No Shoving Around. 


The civilian population, like the 
civilian population of Eire, is con- 
vinced of its own sufficiency. That 
is one point that is always clear no 
matter what the philosophy or es- 


tate of the person you interview. 
“Nobody’s going to tread on the 
tail of my fine Irish coat.” If Hit- 
ler should invade Ireland and 
should beat down the tough young 
men of the south, Ulster will be 
literally between the Nazis and the 
sea. But the people there have no 
concern about that. They will take 
care of themselves. True, there 
will be a large collection of Brit- 
ish troops assisting them. But with- 
out British troops, it would be the 
same thing. The northerners have 
the same ideas as Eire on one 
point: if anybody does any shoving 
around he'd better be a local boy. 

Military experts are not s0 en- 
thusiastic about hedge-fighting or 
so sanguine as the civilians about 
its efficacy. Most of them say, 
what they said late in June, that 
the way to insure the security of 
Ulster is to prevent the Germans 
from setting foot in Ireland at all. 
The technique of prevention is 
something everybody explains with 
thunderous silence. 


Eire’s Neutrality. 


“It presents problems,” said one 
Colonel with a sad smile. “The 
trouble is that no matter what 
strategy you work out you have to 
figure Ejire’s neutrality in it. Hire, 
of course, has just as good a right 
to stay neutral as Holland and Bel- 
gium had. Nobody can say to date 
that we have not recognized that 
fact even though to have Hitler 
sitting there right on our doorstep 
might be annoying—definitely an- 
noying.. “What can be done to 
keep the Germans out of Ireland 
—short of occupying Eire ourselves 
—undoubtedly will be done. Don't 
ask me how. In the meantime 
most folk across the Channel who 
have always looked on Ireland as 
part of the empire cannot under- 
stand how we are contriving to he 
neutral against ourselves. It is all 
complicated and distressing.” 

Yes, it is all complicated, some- 
thing a visitor from overseas may 
never succeed in puzzling out. For 
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one thing, it is difficult to realize 
that this town is Irish at all. The 
people are just as kindly, gener- 
ous, and honest as those of the 
south. But they look different. 
They are more reserved—more seri- 
ous. Racially, of course, they are 
just the same. In rural districts 
you will find much the sort of gai- 
ety you would expect to see in 
County Kerry. But townsfolk are 
serious, deeply loyal, and consci- 
entious. You get to wondering 
whether people make politics, or 
vice versa. 

On Sunday everything in these 
parts shuts up tight—movies, to- 
bacco shopa, drugstores, about half 
of the resiuurants. All the pubs 
are locked including the cocktail 
lounges in the swankier hotels. 

In the movies the yatrons ap- 
plauds all pictures of the King 
and Queen. However, they also ap- 
plauded a newsreel showing the 
arrival of the Duke of Windsor at 
Bermuda. The royal arms and of- 
ficial notices in the King’s name 
are always in one’s vision. The 
postoffice bears the emblems of 
His Majesty’s post. The money in 
circulation in the north is the is- 
sue of the Bank of England. 

On the other hand, as you might 
expect, there is still plenty of anti- 
British sentiment, even in this part 
of the north. The Irish Republican 
Army has not done as much dam- 
age here as it has in Dublin where 
you do not have to hear anything 
about England from one day to 
another unless you listen to the 
radio. But it has many sympa- 
thizers amgpg the united Ireland 
minority. 


Berlin Little 
Hurt by Bombs, 
Writer Asserts 


Chancellery, Other 
Quarters Bear No 
Mark, Says Pres- 
ton Grover.

BERLIN, Aug. 28 (AP).—A per- 
sonal tour of virtually every major 
spot in central Berlin, including 
Adolf Hitler’s chancellery and 
other official quarters, has failed 
to disclose a single bomb hole 
caused by British raids.

Apparently more damage has 
been done by German anti-aircraft 
projectiles than by British raiders.

Sidesteps Decisive 
Action in South 
Pacific Till Brit- 
ain’s Fate Is Clear.

APAN’S long-advertised march 
Jinto the South Pacific is moving 

with lese speed than most’ ob- 
servers had expected. And here are 
the big reasons why the Japanese 
Government still teeters on the 
fence of indecision: 


1. The increasing militancy of the 
United States. 

2. Reluctance to make any mo- 
mentous decisions until it becomes 
plain who is going to win the war 
in Europe. 

Japanese hotheads are certainly 
disappointed at the Government's 
decision to send a civilian official 
instead of a militarist as the head 
of its mission to the Dutch East 
Indies. Japan's delegate, Ichizo Ko- 
bayashi, and his retinue of mili- 
tary, naval and economic experts, 
will be vested with almost unlimit- 
ed diplomatic powers. 


Expected Fall of Britain. 

After ine German conquest of 
France, the mayjority of Japanese 
observers nad concluded the wip- 
ing up of England would be only 
a matter of weeks, and would occur 
long before the United States would 
be in any position to intervene. 

Washington’s deal for the leasing 
of British island bases, reports of 
the impending transfer of 50 Amer- 
ican destroyers to England, and the 
projected fortification of America’s 
mid-Pacific possessions showed the 
Japanese that the Americans are in 
a more warlike mood than they had 
figured. The American conscription | 
program is also publicized here as 
another American step toward war. 

All this has given rise to doubt 
in Japanese minds as to whether 
the Battle of England will be as 
short-lived as had been expected 
and whether the southward expan- 
sion program would be as wunop- 
posed as was first supposed. The 
Japanese may not be afraid of 
Great Britain alone, but surely 
they are no more eager today than 
ever before to risk war with the 
United States.

You could see them from 
the coast sometimes pick up a 
plane and they would be carried 
along miles and miles of succes- 
sive searchlights. When that hap- 
pened and the plane got caught by 
the focus point of many search- 
lights, it would inevitably mean 
that bombs would be dropped as 
the pilot esemed to become con- 
fused and apprehensive that the 
fighters would be along soon. Then 
a dull crump would sound in the 
distance. 


Sunday evening the Nazis 
dropped parachute flares over 
Southeast England. Suddenly, what 
looked like eight new unusually 
bright stars appeared low over a 
hill, They remained suspended 
there for about five minutes and 
then flickered slowly out without 
descending nearer to the ground 
than about 2000 feet. They must 
have lit up the ground all around 
very well and probably allowed a 
bomber to look for his target, if he 
had not been driven off by guns or 
fighters by that time.

Mr. Willkie is the former president of a great 
| utilities empire whose first claim to public notice 
‘eame when, as an able champion of private owner- 
ship, he bitterly fought the New Deal's TVA. 

Mr. McNary was fighting the private power com- 
panies as long ago as the days of Calvin Coolidge 
and is the most consistent G. O. P. senatorial sup- 
porter of TVA. Whereas Mr. Willkie is opposed to 
Government construction of power dams, Mr. McNary 
is so largely responsible for the $75,000,000 dam at 
Bonneville, Ore., that Mr. Roosevelt, when he signed 
the bill, said, “I’ve got to give Charlie his dam.” 

Mr. Willkie approves Secretary Hull's reciprocal 
trade policy but Mr. McNary is against that policy. 

Mr. Willkie, while criticising some of the Presi- 
dent’s foreign policy methods, is generally acceptable 
to the interventionists, but Mr. McNary is an isola- 
tionist who opposed, according to Mr. Neuberger, both 
repeal of the arms embargo and delivery of Ameri- 
can military equipment to the Allies. 

Mr. Willkie is one of the critics of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s spending policies, while Mr. McNary is one 
of the jolliest spenders of the taxpayers’ money that 
ever sat in Congress. 

As early as 1918, says Mr. Neuberger, McNary 
“began getting re-elected by telling the home folks 
how much Federal money he was wangling for Ore- 
gon.” While his fellow Republicans last year were 
attacking New Deal extravagance, McNary calmly 
helped steer through the Senate a $400,000,000 addi- 
tion to the farm Dill. 

Mr. McNary, in his speec: yesterday, paid high 
tribute to the self-reliance of Oregon’s pioneers and 
emphasized the fact that their movement into the 
Northwest was on their own and not as persons cod- 
dled by the Government. This was a stirring compli- 
ment’ to the spirit of American individualism, yet, 
once in asking for re-election, he told the people 
of Oregon just what his continued presence in Con- 
gress means to Oregon’s welfare: 

It means Government funds for Oregon’s agri- 
cultural, livestock and fruit industries. 

It means Government funds to build Oregon’s 
public roads, forest roads and trails. 

It means Government funds to harness Ore- 
gon’s streams and convert them into power to 
grind its grain, spin its wool and turn its wheels 
of industry. 

It means Government funds to preserve and 
develop Oregon’s fishing, game and scenic re- 
sources, 

It means Government funds to.transform Ore- 
gon’s arid, swamp and logged-off lands into 
orchards and fields of grain. 

It means Government funds to improve Ore- 
gon’s rivers and to make its harbors into ports 
of the first magnitude. 

In words yesterday, Mr. McNary invoked “the 
ancient virtues” of the pioneer—“self-reliance, faith, 
hope and courage”; in deeds, he has been one of the 
outstanding advocates of governmental paternalism 
and governmental spending. 

We are concerned here not with whether Mr. Mc- 
Nary was ‘wrong or right in tapping the Federal 
Treasury for the benefit of his native State, but with 
the spectacle of his alliance with Mr. Willkie, who 
sponsors the principle of economy in Government. 

By no intellectual contortions can the two men 
who head the Republican ticket be represented as 
pursuing a consistent philosophy. There is between 
them, at the outset of the campaign, as great a 
rift as exists between Mr. Roosevelt and his Vice- 
President, Mr. Garner—a rift that was not apparent 
when Roosevelt was elected and has only grown 
through the years. 

Under the circumstances, how could Mr. McNary’s 
speech yesterday be anything but confusing and con- 
tradictory and, therefore, meaningless? 

He was obviously chosen to plug up what were 
considered by Mr. Willkie himself and his advisers 
as possible weaknesses in the armor of the head of 
the ticket. McNary’s choice was obviously an at- 
tempt to make the ticket all things to all men. 
Those who do not like Willkie’s position on power 
are offered McNary’s contrasting position. Those 
who do not like Willkie’s foreign policy are offered 
McNary’s isolationism. Those who do not like Will- 
kie’s broad-gauged attitude on the tariff are offered 
McNary’s plans for ever higher tariffs. Those who 
do not like Willkie’s advocacy of free enterprise are 
offered McNary’s belief in Government paternalism. 

This business of “balancing” the ticket is, of 
course, nothing new in American politics, but that 
does not mean that it should not be exposed for the 
hokum that it is. In the interest of intellectual in- 
tegrity and in the interest of setting up a coherent 
and consistent national program, should not a major 
party at a time like this scorn outworn conceptions 
of party expediency and come to the voters with a 
program based on a single, sincere philosophy? 

In vulgar parlance, the presence on the ticket of 
men of such contrasting principles as Willkie and 
McNary is known as “working both sides of the 
street.” It is hardly a compliment to the electorate’s 
power of discrimination to place on one national 
ticket men who face in opposite directions. 
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FATHER COUGHLIN—POLITICAL ORPHAN. 

For the second time since his nomination for 
President, Wendell Willkie yesterday spoke out 
against racial prejudice in as positive terms as it 
is possible to use. Requested by reporters to give his 
reactions to a favorable editorial in “Social Justice,” 
Father Coughlin’s weekly, Mr. Willkie said: 

I am not interested in the support of anyone 
who stands for any form of prejudice as to any- 
body’s race or religion or who is in support of 
any foreign economic or political philosophy in 
this country. . . . I'm not only not interested in 
his (Father Coughlin’s) support, but I don’t 
want it. . . . I don’t have to be President of the 
United States, but I do have to keep my beliefs 
clear in order to live with myself. 

This statement is strong and unequivocal, and 
bears its own evidence of sincerity. It is no more 
than we have a right to expect a candidate to say 
and feel, and certainly Mr. Willkie would not think 
of asserting any superior merit in this respect over 
President Roosevelt.

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EDUCATION FOR DEMOCRACY MOVES AHEAD. 

Superintendent of Instruction Anderson is making 
good his promise to organize a curriculum in the 
St. Louis schools designed to teach devotion to demo- 
cratic principles and practice. He has announced 
that he will very soon appoint a committee of mem- 
bers of the community to prepare “a general state- 
ment of the fundamental purposes of education in a 
democracy,” and two committees of members of the 
administrative and teaching staffs to carry the idea 
into practice in the classrooms. 

The “American problems” course, which is an- 
nounced for establishment in the high schools during 
the year, may very well be an integral part of the 
program, perhaps in a sense its culmination, in so 
far as the public school system is concerned. But the 
practical, cumulative process the Post-Dispatch pro- 
posed would start at the very outset of a child’s 
school life. A boy or girl old enough to begin to read 
is also old enough to learn the essentials of de- 
mocracy in daily conduct—co-operation, taking turns, 
majority rule, respect for the opinions and property 
of others, justice, fair play and responsibility. These 
concepts can be made the main substance of an edu- 
cational program; arranging it is a matter of plan- 
ning and detail. 

Our proposal is barely two weeks old and yet al- 
ready it is being applauded outside St. Louis. Tak- 
ing it up wholeheartedly, the Birmingham News says 
the subject is “one of just as great importance to 
every community and to the nation as a whole as it 
is to St. Louis.” The Alabama newspaper agrees 
that the schools have not bulwarked democracy as 
thoroughly as they should. Their task now, it says, 
is “to instill democracy in children in such a way 
that they will put -it into practice more fully in their 
daily lives as they grow up to become citizens.” 

Our proposal, indorsement of it by School Board 
members, the appointment of committees and the 
organization of courses will not bring about the alert- 
ly functioning democracy. we are capable of. That 
will require painstaking teaching and a careful dis- 
cipline. But they are necessary, preliminary steps. 
St. Louis is blazing a trail on a new frontier. 
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Ex-Senator James A. Reed of Missouri formally 
announces that the National Jeffersonian Democrats 
will support Willkie—all five of them. 
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SIR MAXIMUS FLOPPUS. 

If Sir George Paish, the English economist, is the 
man who inveigled the United States into that other 
World War—and that’s what he told Senator Wheel- 
er, if the Senator understood him correctly—the his- 
torians pretty generally missed that point. Of course, 
the historians had a good many theories about how 
it happened. One of them was that Admiral von 
Tirpitz really turned the trick. 

Von Tirpitz will be remembered as the hardy 
German tar who blew as wicked a horn as ever did 
It will be remembered, too, that the 
German Ambassador at Washington, Von Bernstorff, 
tried his best to convince Berlin that if Von Tirpitz 
went through with hi-~ plan to resume unrestricted 
submarine warfare, America would cast the die. Von 
Tirpitz scouted the Von Bernstorff’s warning, with 
the results as are. 

Just why Sir George Paish kept silent all these 
years is a matter, we believe, of no lively concern. 
But why the English economist should divulge his 
secret to Senator Wheeler, of all people, and confide 
in him his plan to repeat the trick, is a poser. 
Wheeler had not consequentially arrived back in 
1917, when Sir George was first doing his stuff, but 
since his appearance on the Senate floor in the 
Harding administration, Wheeler has been so strong- 
ly anti-war that, seemingly, he is the last man in 
our public life to whom Proselyter Paish would im- 
part such a confidence. 

Like the cobbler sticking to his last, Sir George 
Paish would do well to stay in his own specialty. As 
a& missionary sent thither to cause America to blaze 
up again with a messianic zeal for saving the world, 
this visiting Englishman is Sir Maximus Floppus.

RUMANIA, AN INCIDENT IN EUROPE’S DECLINE. 

Spengler, it seems, was right. For Europe, this 
is again the day of the Caesars. The tolerant amen- 
ities of peaceful living have given way te the iron 
Sway of might. Weakness has become the great crime. 

The powerful ones—the Germans, the Russians, the 
Italians—are again seizing the great land masses 
of absolutist ‘empire. As if further proof of this 
were needed, it came yesterday with the report of 
Russian and Hungarian attacks on Rumania. This 
promises no full dress war, unless, by remote chance, 
Hitler, who has declared himself the arbiter of the 
kingdom’s fate, should come to its defense. This 
is just another instance of ruthlessly taking what 
cannot be defended. 

Against the lurid background of war, it hardly 
seems important, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Poland, 
Latvia, Esthonia—so many little states and princi- 
palities have already gone that way that a new out- 
rage hardly seems to be a shock to the Continent’s 
moral sense. That, precisely, is Europe’s tragic dan- 
ger. When tired, dispirited, disillusioned, it may 
come to accept the iron-shod horseman. It is easier. 

With such acceptance will go the noble tradition of 
centuries—the tradition of Francis of Assisi, Eras- 
mus, Goethe and the nineteenth century reformers. 
Individual man will lose his dignity. Progress will 
become a will o’ the wisp, a fata morgana. Only 
bread will be worth a struggle. 

Europe has seen such days before. Daumier paint- 
ed the lines of weary refugees against a stormy, 
wind-whipped sky. Goya painted the mass execu- 
tions at midnight. Despair must have been as black 
then as now, but a new dawn did come. Yet those 
disasters were circumscribed. They had limits be 
yond which the sun shone. The new Caesars stand 
astride a continent and cast their shadows beyond. 

The men of good will have been exiled. The sword 
is out of its sheath and bloody. Is it our fate to 
witness the end of a civilization? ‘ 
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Hiram Johnson ran on three tickets in that Cali- 
fornia primary, thus giving every native and adopted 
son a chance to vote for him, including Herbert 
Hoover. 
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EON TROTSKY had become the world’s 

No. 1 devil for millions—his name the 

symbol of destructive radicalism. It may 
be, however, that history will accord him 
a kinder appraisal, since contemporary opin- 
ion and the verdicts of time have been often 
at wide variance. 

Even now Trotsky is one man to those 
who have spared the time to read his writ- 
ings, and quite another to those who have 
not: Only poor, harassed Mexico would give 
him shelter, and, through no fault of Mex- 
ico, that shelter was not sufficient. 

When I entered his home in Coyoacan a 
year ago I carried my prejudices with me, 
although I kneW I was to meet a great 
thinker and one of the most interesting per- 
sonalities on this troubled earth. It hap- 
pens that I had read his writings. Even so, 
my feeling toward him was affected by the 
popular legend. 

To me he was, at least slightly, the Red 
Devil of popular abhorrence. Then in some 
of his writings he had seemed to me too 
cocksure about some matters that I do not 
think it is given to any human mind entirely 
to encompass. 

I was glad enough for the opportunity 
to converse with the great man, but I ex- 
pected to be displeased by his intellectual 
iciness and cocksureness. Also, I wasn’t 
too sure Trotsky was going to be enthusi- 
astic about seeing me. I knew no reason 
why he should be. The outside guards were 
not reassuring, but those on the inside were 
less forbidding. Yes, my credentials had 
preceded me some weeks, and Mr. Trotsky 


had been expecting me.

They took me to his study, which was 
dingy and old. But the man who rose from 
a broad desk to greet me was far from be- 
ing dingy and old. As I advanced toward 
him, I think I must have grinned at myself 
for being where I was. He grinned back at 
me and we met simply and naturally. 

My notion that Trotsky must be too dy- 
namic ever to relax was the first wrong 
notion I had to give up. He relaxed, and I 
relaxed as comfortably as if we were both 
quite ordinary people. I made‘a half-hearted 
apology for my intrusion, and tried to ex- 
plain that I was nobody in particular and 
had come for no purpose. I wasn’t even a 
Trotskyist, come to get an added inspiration. 

He silenced my apology with a hand and 
a smile and said he knew enough about me 
to know that he wanted to talk with me, so 
if I wanted to talk with him, that was suf- 
ficient. It was, because we talked several 
hours, not so much about “big” things as 
about commonplace, even personal matters. 


The recent death of his son Sedov in 
Paris weighed heavily upon him. Sedov was 
a good boy, he said, and though they 
couldn’t be together, the boy’s death had 
made him feel much more desolate in sepa- 
ration. It was harder still for Sedov’s moth- 
er, because the boy had been kind and lov- 
ing to her always. I told him of my own 
great loss, and he laid a comforting hand 
upon me. 

Our talk rambled. I did not “interview” 
him any more than he interviewed me. I 
did, however, give him ample opportunity 
to display cocksureness, if he had it, on the 
economic or social problems of this troubled 
world. But he did not display it. He did 
make one prediction that amazed me, but

was perhaps two weeks before the announce- 
ment of the Moscow-Berlin pact. He told 
me to expect an agreement between Hitler 
and Stalin very soon. 

The idea seemed fantastic to me, I said. 
He explained why it was logical to expect 
it, and said he had information besides that 
made him very sure that the announcement 
would come soon. So I was not as surprised 
as some when it did come. 

I asked him if he had read about the road- 
side sit-down strike of the cotton croppers 
in Swampeast Missouri. He had, indeed, he 
said, and was greatly interested when I told 
him that it had come off right in my front 
yard, so to speak, and that in the general 
hysteria of the moment I had been accused 
of being the brains behind it all. 


Then I let him read a bit of foolishness 
I had printed at the time of the walkout in 
my local papers, in which I gave credit to 
Trotsky for having planned the walkout for 
me when I was in Mexico the summer be- 
fore. I told him such was his reputation 
as a disturber of the peace that a great 
many good people had swallowed the ab- 
surd tale whole. He read it twice, and 
laughed and chuckled over it both times. He 
thought he and I had made a fine team of 
“devils” in the cropper road-side affair. 

He took me about the garden, which he 
said was in a sad state of neglect when 
he had taken the place two months before, 
and still wasn’t much to admire, although 
they had done much work upon if. 

Toward sundown my driver with my two 
daughters came for me. I asked Trotsky 
if he wouldn’t come out to meet my daugh- 
ters, and he said surely he would. I told 
him I wanted them to be able to tell their 
grandchildren that they had met Trotsky, 
because by that time he might have become 
a@ great and respectable man. He said that 
would be nice. He stood with a foot on 
the running board and chatted and laughed 
with the girls until nightfall. He charmed 
them utterly and made them love him, and 
made them “Trotskyist” for life. 

They will remember him always, not as 
the embodiment of the Red Menace, but as 
a kind and delightful friend. I will remem- 
ber him almost affectionately as a some- 
what lonely man of destiny, whose flame 
would not be darkened, and who suffered 
the inevitable afflictions of an outcast with- 
out written or spoken complaint.

FIRST PARIS OPERA 
SINCE OCCUPATION 
OBEYS CURFEW LAW 


‘Damnation of Faust’ Is Over 
at 10:30; Uniformed Nazis 
Attend. 


PARIS, Aug. 24 (Delayed, AP, 
Via Berlin).—With an audience 
which included many German army 
men and their families, the Paris 
opera tonight gave its first per- 
formance since the, occupation—a 
presentation of Berlioz’s “Damna- 
tion of Faust.” 


To meet the 11 o’clock curfew 
law, the opera opened at 6 p. m. 
and ended at 10:30. 


Few of the women wore evening 
gowns, and except for the many 
German army uniforms and the 
black uniforms of a group of Span- 
ish Falange members, most of the 
men wore business suits. 

The famous old opera house was 
sold out for the performance, but 
there was no attempt to recreate 
the old atmosphere of gaiety. 

The applause was mild. 


NEW TYPE IRCN LUNG WEIGHS 
40 POUNDS INSTEAD OF 600 


Used for First Time for Infantile 
Paralysis Cases at Tacoma, 
Wash. 


TACOMA, Wash., Aug. 28 (AP). 
—A new “iron lung,” weighing but 
40 pounds compared with over 600 


pounds for the old “boiler-type” 
respirator, is being used here for 
the first time during Tacoma’s cur- 
rent siege of infantile paralysis. 
Paralysis specialists here hail the 
small respirator, invented by Dr. 
F. H. Terhaar of Los Angeles, as 
a “godsend,” particularly for cases 
where the more unwieldy and larg- 
er lung presents transportation 
problems. 

Dr. Melvin Warren, head of the 
Pierce County Hospital infantile 
paralysis ward, estimates the Ter- 
haar lung will save thousands of 
lives annually because of its ex- 
treme mobility. 

The new respirator looks like the 
chest protector of a suit of armor. 
Rubber sleeves fit tightly at the 
waist and arms of the paralysis 
victim, sealing in the precious pul- 
monary air. It works on the same 
principle as the “boiler” lung, a 
portable motor collapsing and open- 
ing bellows that “breathe” for the 
patient. 

Whereas the old-type lung fills 
a good sized truck, the Terhaar 
respirator could be used in the 
back seat of an automobile. 

Dr. Warren says-that preliminary 
work with the Terhaar lung has 
been “very successful.”

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LOUIS AGASSIZ SHAW DIES; 
CO-INVENTOR OF ‘IRON LUNG’ 


Was Assistant Professor at the 
Harvard School of Public 
Health. 

BOSTON, Aug. 28 (AP).—Louis 
Agassiz Shaw, 54 years old, co-in- 
ventor of the Drinker “iron lung” 
respirator and an assistant professor 
at the Harvard School of Public 
Health, died yesterday. Illness had

Shaw collaborated with Prof. 
Philip Drinker of Harvard in the 
development of the respirator now 
used throughout the world in the 
treatment of some types of infan- 
tile paralysis and in cases of res- 
piratory failure. 

In 1931 Drinker and Shaw re- 
ceived John Scott medals, present- 
ed annually for the invention or 
discovery “most conducive to the 
comfort, welfare and happiness of 
mankind.”

There are some 300,000 Japanese 
Christians.

The Japanese bishops’ decision 
affects three American and four 
British bishops, who directed the 
widely known St. Luke’s Hospital, 
Rikkyo (St. Paul's) University, St. 
Margaret’s Girls School and many 
Tokyo churches. 

Bishop Charles S. Reifsnider, se- 
nior American Episcopal bishop, is 
returning to Tokyo from the United 
States in the hope of effecting a 
compromise. He had gone to Amer- 
ica planning to atténd the bish- 
ops’ conference at Kansas City in 
October. 

Seven Salvation Army leaders, re 
ported to be all Japanese, were ar- 
rested on suspicion of espionage, 
the War Office announced Aug. 6. 
Among those arrested was the Jap- 
anese commander-in-chief. The ar- 
rests were connected by unofficial 
quarters with the detention of more 
than 12 Britons at the time. 

The Japanese newspapers report- 
ed that a reorganization, disassoci- 
ating the Salvation Army from its 
London headquarters, has been 
completed.

The Child's Training

0 NE must look ahead when training a baby and give some 


old days frequently put 


thought as to what today’s doings will mean to next year’s, 
or to four years from now. Mothers cannot give the same 
attention to a four-year-old child as they can, and must, give to 
eeceetaees the new baby. The runabout chil- 
x dren have to help themselves a lit- 
tle, and help mother, too. If that 
is to be managed successfully the 
training has to begin in the first 
year. One must look ahead to 
what is going to be expected of 
the child and prepare him for it. 
“Millie is a bright, healthy child 
of four. All she wants to do is play 
with the children next door. She 
will not come when I call her, she 
won't try to dress herself, she won't 
| , eat her meals without help, and I 
ANGELO PATRI have my hands full with the baby. 
How can I make her behave?” 
That is a picture of a child who was treated as a baby too 
long. She was not trained from the beginning to help herself 
as much as possible, to help her mother take care of her, and 
to learn to be independent of anyone's care. She was not trained 
to be a person in her own right. At four she is a trial instead 
ef a joy. The teaching that was easy in the first two years 
mow becomes a dreaded problem.

JUST AS SOON as a child can hold his own spoon, let him 
4€o it. Never mind the spilling. Smile and wipe his chin and en- 
courage him to greater adventures. As soon as he can hold his 
own wash rag let him do so and encourage his wild swipes. 
In time they will become definite movements. As soon as he 
ean pick up something he dropped, encourage him for doing so. 
Teach him steadily to put his things in the place set for them. 
Train him to come at call by making the experience pleasant. 
Train him to regular mealtimes, regular playtimes. 

When a child is about two and beginning to get about the 
house, he ought to be able to play by himself, in a set place, for 
an hour ata time. He is trained early to do this. When he can 
sit on the floor in a pen, or in a safe corner, he is given some- 
thing he likes to play with and taught to stay there contentedly 
for a given time. Fifteen minutes is about right to start with, 
and as he grows the time is lengthened until by the time he is 
four he is quite self-contained. 


x * * 

LITTLE CHILDREN should be trained éarly to share in 
whatever work is afoot. It bothers their mothers more than it 
helps them but the education of the child is helpfulness, in a 
feeling of family unity and responsibility, is so important that 
the bother is worthwhile. 

Unless the children are trained in the first years they can- 
not be expected to develop co-operation, helpfulness, initiative, 
overnight. The coming of a new baby does not create any 
sudden development of this sort in the runabout child. It creates 
mew duties and difficulties for the mother, and these will be 
considerably lightened if the children are trained with an eye 
to this situation from the start. Set the child's routine, day by 
day, year by year, so that the habits he acquires will be helpful 
to him and to those who live with him and want to love him.

N an ordinary game, and against 
] opponents who bid in orthodox 

fashion, it is usually a simple 
matter for a pair to agree on the 
best combined trump suit. They 
may not reach the “optimum” con- 
tract, but nine times in ten should 
at least land in the proper denomi- 
nation. 

When, however, the opponents 
“make it tough,” it requires a keen 
“ear” and a vivid imagination to 
reach the correct contract. Note to- 
day’s hand, which came up in a re- 
cent pair tournament:

West’s opening club bid and 
North’s takeout double need no 
comment. East attempted to throw 
a monkey wrench into the oppo- 
nents’ machinery by bidding the 
suit of which he was most afraid, 
spades. South was too weak to 
take any free action at this point, 
hence his pass was eminently cor- 
rect. West, not being able to spot 
his partner’s psychic, and naturally 
preferring a major suit to a minor, 
gave an innocent raise, and now 
North was up against it. His heart 
suit was not so strong that it could 
be safely mentioned at the three 
level and, besides, North strongly 
suspected that something funny 
was going on in the spade depart- 
ment. He therefore doubled again, 
as the best way to “smoke out” 
East, if the latter had attempted 
to put over a fast one. Actually, 
this second double was also a take- 
out double, but East, naturally 
enough, was afraid to stand pat on 
his doubleton, hence, still trying to 
confuse the issue and with the in- 
tention of eventually supporting 
clubs, East now went into no 
trump. 

Having held his peace on the pre- 
vious round, South now felt reason- 
ably safe in mentioning his five- 
card diamond suit. This held little 
interest for North, and when West 
overcalled with four clubs North 
could find no better bid than a 
double, this time for penalties. It 
would have been “just too bad” for 
North and South if this double had 
been allowed to stand. But South 
by this time was thoroughly sus- 
picious of East's previous bidding. 
particularly of the fact that East 
had not accepted the double of 
two spades but had run to no 
trump. South knew that North 
could not be “loaded” with clubs, 
because if he had been he would 
have passed over the original club 
bid as a trapping measure. 

Thus, by all available signs, 
North was marked with good 
spades and some length in that suit. 
So now, satisfied he had read the 
situation correctly, South launched 
out into four spades! 

The result was excellent from the 
North-South viewpoint. Of course, 
four hearts would have been equal- 
ly cold, but with some help from 
West an extra trick was made at 
the spade contract. Declarer ruffed 
the opening club lead and led a 
heart toward dummy. West ruffed 
and laid down the diamond ace, and 
that was the end of the defense.

sleep in the early part of the

There is good reason why the 
term “beauty rest” is applied to the 
hours before midnight, and pay no 
attention to the theorist who tells 
us that many people sleep 
much. If you sleep in the fresh 
air, either outdoors or with your 
bedroom windows wide open, and 
with not too much covering, it is 
hardly possible to sleep too much! 
When your body and mind have 
rested adequately, you will find 
your eyes opening voluntarily to 
the daylight. 

There is no beauty culture that 
can possibly be of value if you do 
not allow yourself sufficient sleep— 
and that applies to the young as 
well as to older women, 


When children are very small 
they cry when they are tired and 
want to go to bed. That’s before 
they can talk. When they know 
how to talk, they seem to say “I 
don't want to go to bed” as their 
first complete sentence! They feel 
they are missing something, or they 
long for the pampering of those 
who raise them, and unconsciously 
they realize that when they are 
sleeping they will be alone, and not 
in the company o7 those whom they 
have learned to love and depend 
upon. 

Later, uring adolescence, it is 
quite usual for children to take an 
adamant stand and loudly refuse 
to go to bed. They argue that they 
do not need any more sleep than 
their parents. They long to go out 
and stay up until midnight. They

yearn to be mature so that no long- 
er will they be forced to obey their 
elders, 

Wise parents, of course, insist 
on sufficient sleep for their ado- 
lescent child, despite protestations. 
During that period a girl needs 
nine, 10 or 11 hours of sleep. It is 
better for her to retire early and 
to get up early, than to retire at a 
late hour and get up just before 
the school bus calls for her! 

Explain to your child that she 
cannot hope to be beautiful and 
strong and capable of attainment 
unless she gives her body the rest 
it needs for growth. If a girl has 
an acne condition, she should: get 
much sleep, watch her menus and 
keep meticulous care of her skin. 
Frequently a nervous condition will 
cause a poor complexion and she 
should rest long enough to soothe 
her jumpy nerves. 

Women who work hard during 
the day and cre called upon to go 
out during the evening should def- 
initely catch “forty winks” at the 
end of their working day—or at the 
end of any arduous day.

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Baby's Vision 


Poor for First 


Three Months

T BIRTH the baby can prob- 
A ably distinguish between bright 

light and complete darkness; 
little else. The function of the eye 
develops rather slowly. The mac- 
ula is not formed until about three 
months of age. The macula is the 
point of clearest vision of the ret- 
ina. Until its function is developed 
the movements of the eyes will be 
more or less purposeless. Ocular 
movements depend upon fixation of 
vision, and until the macula is de- 
veloped the eyes of an infant can- 
not be directed at an object. 

During the first three months of 
life, therefore, it is not uncommon 
to find children’s eyes divergent or 
cross-eyed, not because of any or- 
ganic defect of the eyes, but be- 
cause of immaturity. 

It is doubtful whether at this 
time further development of the 
eyes can be influenced save by ac- 
tual tissue injury. In later months, 
however, up to three or four years, 
the function of the eye becomes 
more highly specialized. It would 
seem prudent during this period to 
permit seeing to develop in a nat- 
ural manner rather than to encour- 
age close application of the eyes 
through the use of small toys, pe- 
rusal of pictures and other means of 
close application. 

There are a few disorders and 
diseases of the eyes that are con- 
sidered to be hereditary, that is, 
they appear in several members of 
the same family, not only siblings, 
but in succeeding generations. How- 
ever, all hereditary diseases are not 
congenital—do not appear at birth. 
For example, a disease called “ret- 
initis pigmentosa,” which is a 
chronic progressive degeneration of 


‘one part of the retina, makes its 


first appearance at about the school 
age. Many people with this condi- 
tion do not begin to notice any 
visual change until well along in 
their college years. 

During adolescence the develop- 
ment of systemic disease may affect 
the eyes and is a frequent cause of 
eye disorders. Tuberculosis, rheu- 
matism, endocrine disease are like- 
ly to make their first appearance 
at this time and their effects can 
often be seen in the eye. Focal in- 
fection is also a cause of ocular dis- 
order at this period. 

Among college students the ocu- 
lar hygienist must consider the role 
of vitamin deficiency. The college 
student is not supposed to be rich 
and to be able to afford a luxurious 
diet. Nor does he have the inesti- 
mable advantage of home cooking. 
All the conditions of his life make 
for a tendency toward vitamin de- 
ficiency. A physician who -+has a 
long experience in observing college 
students writes, “I am convinced 
that in the past 25 years the ten- 
dency has been towards inadequate 
rather than more adequate nour- 
ishment among a large proportion 
of the student population of our 
larger institutions.” We recently 
referred to the contentions of Dr. 
Hugh Miller that myopia and other 
refraction disorders could arise 
from an inadequate vitamin diet- 
ary. Headaches that are ascribed 
to the eyes, so often when they oc- 
cur in college students, may be the 
result of simple malnutrition rather 
than ocular defects.

problems are those concerning 

double families at double wed- 
dings. The seating of the two 
bridgegrooms’ mothers has been as 
perplexing to scores of brides as 
it is to the sender of this ques- 
tion: “At a double wedding of 
sisters, how is it decided which 
one of the grooms is to be given 
the best seats in the front on the 
right of the center aisle? Are 
enough rows left behind this first 
family for their relatives and 
friends, and then the rest of this 
side of the church given to the 
second groom’s family and their 
relatives and friends? Or how is 
this arranged?” 


As already noted, this is not @ 
definitely settled question. Usual- 
ly, however, the family of the older 
sister's fiance is given the first 
pew, also the third, fifth, seventh 
and so on. The future family of 
the younger sister is given the sec- 
ond pew, and also the fourth, 
sixth, eighth and so on.
